FREQUENCY ALLOCATION FOR APRS 


With the clearing of repeater inputs at the upper end of the 144 MHz section of 
the 2 metre band, an opportunity arises to bring the SARL 2 m bandplan more 
in line with IARU Region 1 recommendations. 


Effective immediately, the section of the band from 144,800 MHz to 144,975 
MHz will be allocated to unmanned MGM (Machine Generated Modes) ser- 
vices, which include packet and APRS traffic, with 144,800 being the “centre of 
activity” for APRS. 


To optimise usage, this band sector is based on a 12,5 KHz channel spacing, and 
users are expected to respect this IARU recommendation. 


Please also note that the SA exclusive APRS allocation at 145,550 to 145,587 
5 will fall away as it is not an IARU recommendation for this part of the band. 
Current users are requested to make plans to move to the approved band sector. 


Further food for thought in respect of IARU bandplan compliance, is that in 
1996, at Tel Aviv, a decision was made that all unmanned packet and digital 
access points not in the recommended band sector must cease operation before 
December 1997. Obviously we have not conformed with these recommenda- 
tions in SA The ever increasing demand for spectrum within our own ranks 
necessitates that we start making an effort to pull ourselves in line with the well 
planned IARU recommendations within the next year or so. 


Constructive comment from SARL members in respect of any of our bandplans 
will be welcomed.

PROPAGATION CONDITIONS 


Kobus, ZS6KOB, reported that we are now firmly caught in the fast declining 
cycle 23. Propagation conditions were bad during the past week and an im- 
provement during the coming week does not look good. DX conditions may be 
reasonable up to the 14th June. The sunspot number was only 31,6 as against 
the 37,9 of last week. With such a low sunspot number and a weak possibility 
of inflow of coronal mass towards the earth, weak propagation conditions are 
forecasted. The 20 m band will still remain the reliable band.
